OUR years agoas a 
KF foreign correspondent 

in Sweden I sent news 
home of mysterious flying 
lights reported in the 
northern sky and so 
played my own humble part 
in instituting a theme for 
speculation that has since 
swept the world. 

No bull in achinn shop 
ever crashed the headlines 
with more smashing effect. 
Within a few weeks over 
2,000 fiying lights, ghost 
bombs and flaming saucers 
were reported; and each re- 
sport was separately inves- 
tigated by the Swedish Air 
Force. Finally the Swedish 
Defence Staff issued an 
official statement that, after 
discounting 80 percent of 
the reports as hallucination 
or }aymen’s ignorance, 
something inexplicable was 
indeed flashing in flight over 
Sweden. 


Russian Theory 


ET no responsible Power 

was ever identified, for 
due protest would otherwise 
have been made through 
diplomatic channels. From 
time to time explosions were 
reported, yet no wreckage 
was ever discovered except 
a few fragments of charred 
metal on a beach north of 
Stockholm. This in itself 
disposed of the theory that 
the Russians were firing off 
V2's und other German war 
weapons from the shores of 
the Baltic. 


The Russian’ theory held 
for a day or two when a ball 
of fire travelling at great 
speed was sighted over the 
British zone of Germany. 1t 
wus discredited altogether
